faced violation of the rights of in- 
dividuals’—aliho the diftmilfal of 
the molt upright officers, for paliiz- 
eal opinions only, was the conftant 
ractice ot Mr. Adams, and itren- 
uoufly defended, and clofely cépi- 
ed, by his fubalterns and admirers 
during the reign of terror.—The 
fending an envoy to France, with 
whom we have an extenfive and 
profitable commerce, to expedite a 
treaty, and employing a friga'e to 
carry out an aimbaffador, is.called 
“a wanton:and inexcufeshle wafte 
of the public treafure :”—Tho’ 
to employ frigates under Mr. Ap- 
AMS for the fame purpofe was ne- 
eeifary to fepport oti: national dry 
nity ; and multip!ying embaflies to 
nations who had litt or no com- 
merce, was his favorite practice, 
and juftified and applauded by his 
adherents. 

The r2moval of an arbitrary and 
obnoxious Governor, (SARGEANT) 
has called jorth a thotifand invec- 
tives from the Federal pens—altho’ 
it has received an tinanimonus vate 
of thanks frem the Leygiflature of 


the Lerritory injured by the un- 
evnitttuyonal. conduct .of the re~ 
moved officer. 

The appointment of a learned, 
enlightened, and patriotic citizen 
to office, has brought down the 
moft dreadful denunciations, and 
the moft indecent, falfe and abu- 
five publications, becaufe he is a 
foreigner :— Tho’ they well knew 
WASHINGTON and. Apams ap- 
pointed foreigners to office with- 
out cenfure. 

‘The abolifhing a number of un- 
neceflary and expenfive offices, is 
{tried “ amean catch at populari- 
ty.’—~-The prefident has been a- 
bufed for fending an armed force 
into the Mediterranean to defen | 
our commerce, agreeable to tie 
powers velted in him : and aga‘ 
abufed for not exceeding his pow- 
ors, by Seclaring war, in victation 
of the conftuution, and for which 
they would gladly have impeached 
him. 

His difpenfing with a ridiculous 
cultom of formally addrefling Con- 
grefs, after the-example of kings, 
is declared “a bold innovation on 
eliablifhed cuftoms.” The exer- 
cife of mercy to a miferable and 
dying individual, the firft ttep “io. 
wards the deftruction of law,order, 
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and good faith. Even the tru- 
ly charitable and orthedox opimion 
that man is accountable to his Ma- 
ker only for his religious princti- 
ples, has Been diftorted by Feder- 
alifm into “a daring attempt to in- 
troduceé atheifm,!!” Thus has 
ingenuity been tortured to pervert 
the moft plainand natural conftruc- 
tion of language ;—malice found 
fullemployment in {tabbing the 
reputation, and falfhoods without 
number indufirioufly circulated to 
deftroy the popularity of our. chief 
magiftrate.x— Thus has the decep- 
tive web of Sophiftry been aflidu- 
oufly woven to blind the ignorant 
—and thetocfin of alarm founded 
to fill the timid with apprehention. 
Ail their mountains of falfhood & 
invective have not, it is belteved, 
rifen fo much from perfonal hatred 
to Mr, JEFFERSON, aso the pure 
republican principles he advocates, 
Notan individual amidft his hott 
of calumniatoss but would think 
himfelf honoured by his friendfhip c 
in private lite—enlightened by his 
wifdom, and improved by his phi- 
lanthropy.—Bat they wage eter-

Norwithttanding their arts, their 


indufiry, and falfhood, the genius 
of Liberty triumphs, and power 1s 
faft ihrinking trom the grafp of the 
favourers of monarchy. Of this 
they are fully fenfib'e, and they are 
again engaged in arouling the fears 
of the people, in hopes that 1 may 
delay their final fall; ans the ex- 


pecte d repeal ofa jaw pallid the 
latt feifion for the exprels f urpofe 
ol provid ing fora number of their 
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moft zealous partizans, and which 
by official documents is proved un- 
neceflary and expenfive, is made 
the oftenfible motive of their a- 
larms, ‘This is their folorn hope. 
And all the colourings of fephi(t- 
ry—all the pathos of language, and 
the powers of eloquence, have been 
exhaufted.— They have defcended 
into the valley of fupplication, 
cloathed themfelves itr the garb of 
intreaty, and in the wanderings of 
their heated imaginations have 
pourtrayed the molt’ dreadfulima- 
ges, to prevent the repeal of this 
favourite of Federalifin. But in 
vain. The Republicans, with 
the conflitution before them, and 
the beft interefts of their couniry 
at heart, overcome the fophifiry of 
their opponents by teafon, and fi- 
lence their eloquence by facts. 
Cloaihed in all the authority of 
the people—regardlefs of intreaty 
—vonawed bv fear—they with a 
firmnefs and union irrefiftable pro- 
ceed as their duty directs, to. throw 
this burthen from the fhoulders of 
their conttitvents, * “Touch,” 
fay the Federalilts, “ this bulwark, 
raifed to proteét the people from

blood!!!” This is the language of 
the friends to order and Religion !— 
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The flrange arguments made ufe 
of, and the wild pofitions adopted 
by the .oppofition, are indeed curi- 
ous Atter the full and able dif- 
cuffion of this fubjeét in Cengrefs 
it would-be as pieedttrbnticase as-nn- 
neccfiary to go into a detail of it ; 
but there are a few cbfervations 
which have (suck my miad, and 
which I have not feen made, that 
I beg leav@ to offer to your notice. 
The Federal:fts lay it down as 
an axiomn———“ That the legifla- 
ture as jhe agent ‘of the ica is.

To prove this, they produce that 
part of the Conflitation which 
fays, “‘ the Judges both of the fu- 
preme and inferior courts /hall hold 
their offices during geod behaviour 


and fhail at flated times receive for’ 


their fervices a compenfation 
which fhall not be diminifhed dur- 
ing their continuance in office.”~-- 
A contrat or agreement between 
the people of the United States, (by 
their agent the Legiflature) and 
the Judges of their courts mult 
certainly like all other contraéts 
be mutually binding on both the 
parties—“ Shal/ continue in office.” 
I{ the word /ba: Lisiaaperative i in the 
fenfe contended for as it refpects 
the United Siates, it certainly is e- 
qually fo with refpect to the Judg- 
es. But who ever doubted the 
power of a Judge to break this con- 
uact by refizgning his feat when 
the duties it required became in- 
convenient or were conirary to his 





iatere(t?. Can it then be faid that 
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one party—the people-—are bound 
to continue an unneceffary or bur- 
thenfome law, merely to fulfil a 

comtra@ for the emolument of the 
ovher party—the Judge—who can 
annul it at pleafure? Again :—If 
this contraét is indiffoluble on the 
part of the peopie, that part of the 


‘conftitution declaratory of their 


spower to amend it is abfolutcly 
nugatory as it refpeéts the judicia- 
ry. ‘ For” fay the Judges, “ you 
may withdraw the powers delega- - 
ted to your agents, you may abolith 
your courts, amend or deflroy your 
‘conftitution ; but you have confrac- 


ted in a legal manner to give us a 


ftipulated fum for life, and you cas- 
not, in any change of fituation, 
without the moft manifeft injuftice 
deprive us of OUR LIVING.” —— 
Another favourite pofition of the 
Federalifts is, that “* the courts are 
the fole Judges of the conftitution, 
andcan enforce or make void any ©: 
law of the legiflature.” If this 
principle is a found one, why all 
their clamours about, the repeal ? 
W hy are ail thofe “ dreadful f{pec- 
tres raifed fromthe vaft yale 9p 

fill us with terror ?—IJf our courts 
are not bound by any unconi{titu- 
tional law, and if ¢Ars law goes to 
the deftru€tion of the conftitution, 
willthen thefe ‘* sc/e guardians of 
the people’s rights,” faad what ts 
more to. the porpofe the guard:ans 
of their own falaries) confider 
themfelves bound by it? Will 
they not bid defiance to the Legif- 
lature in this unconftitutional at- 
tempt to deprive them of their 
bread, and go on as ufual under the 
law of lati fitting, which although 
it repealed a former law, abolifhed 
courts, put down Judges, and even 
afflumed executive powers by ap, 
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peinting thefe Judges to other 
courts, mu/? be conftitutional, for it 
is purely federal ! 


In fiort, Mr. Printer, though I 
believe the law will be repealed I 
am not frightened at the dreadful 
confequences predi€ted to follow. 
The people cannot be induced to 
cuteach others throats becaufe 40 
or 50,000 dollars remain in the 
treafury towards the payment of 
the national debt, inftead of filling 
the pockets of 16 Judges, who (if 
Tam rightly informed) never in this 
ilate earned one cent by their fer- 
vices. 

I fhall conclude thefe defultory 
remarks,with obferving,that amidft 
all the furprife occafioned by the 
do@rines advanced by federalifts in 
Congrefs, we muft be agreeably 
difappointed by their NOW ac- 
knowledging the SOVEREIGNTY 
OF THE PEOPLE. This has been 
fo often {cofged at and ridiculed ; 
has received fo many fevere phil- 
ippics in all the federal prints, that 
too many of our citizens became 
ashamed of it, and were led to be- 
lieve it was another name for an- 
archy and confufion. Happily, 
however, it has been fo fuily re- 
cognized, and-fo frequently appeal- 
ed to, by the federalifts themfelves, 
in the late debates, that the moft 
doubting individual muft be con- 
vinced of its reality and importance 
—and I cannot help congratula- 
ting my brother democrats,that we 
may new without fear or ihame 
acknowledge ourfelves a part of 
the fovereign people, and openly a- 
vow our right to examine the con- 
cut of our fervants, and difplace 
them agreeably to the mode we 
have ourfelves prefcribed, when 
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they run counter to our inclination
